IMMIGRANTS FROM BRITAIN 
Not very long after his arrival in 

Canada, Mr, Thomias; Minister of Em- 
ployment, sppears to have been per- 


suaded to .talk of amany ‘things; of}, 


reparetions and disarmament, of un- 
employment and Empire trade devet« 
opment. But there is more than a 
suspicion in. Canadian minds that one 
of the principal purposes of his visit 
is to discuss plans for increasing 
British migration into this’ country. 

He has made it very plain at the 
outset that it is not the desire of ‘the 
British Government to ‘‘dump’’ the 
surplus population into Canada or any 
other country. And ‘therein _ Mr, 
Thomas speaks what he conscientious- 
ly believes. Admittedly, of course, 
Great Britain’s concern in securing 
a freer movement of migrants is not 
primarily in the interest of Dominion 


‘| development, but in order to reduce] | 


unemployment at home and the theo- 
ry of the thing is simply this: that 
if several thousands of men and wo- 
men and children be moved from 
a place where there is no employment 
for them to another place where 
there is, everyone concerned will bén- 
efit. But Mr. Thomas no doubt alsu 
realizes that Canada cannot absorb 
more than a centain number of set- 
tlers yearly. He probably has no 
misconceptions as to the country’s 
ability to take in large numbers of in- 
dustrial workers in the hope of pur- 
ting them to work at their accustora- 
ed jobs; nor, probably, is he unaware 
of the difficulties attendant on  at- 
tempting to make farmers of coal 
minens who may or may not be ad- 
apted to farming or who, as likely a» 
not, have no inclination for agricut- 
ture. 

Mr. Thomas has had ample oppor- 
tunity fon obserVving-that British im- 
migrants are preferren in this country 
but he did not have to come to this 
country to be brought to a realiza- 
tion of the truth that the stream of 
British overseas migration is, tem- 
porarily at leaet stemmed. Willingly 
or unwillingly he has, no doubt, also 
come.to the conclusion that his coun- 
try’s social legislation has contnibut- 
ed to this condition and still tends to 
perpetuate ‘t. 

if Mr. Thomas’ visit to this country 
is for the purpose of discussing plans 
fon new setitlement schemes, it is to 
be feared’ that he has set himself a 
long; hard row to hoe. It is only a 
few days since our Minister of Immi- 
gration, Mn, Forke, made it known 
that immigration to Western Oana- 
da will not be encourag:d at the pres- 
ent time and Mr. Forke was not an- 
nouncing a policy which was not firm- 
ly imbedded in sound economic reas- 
on. If Mr. Thomas can shake or al- 
ter the Minister of Immigration's 
confidence in the wisdom of a policy 
based on personal experience he will 
have to be persuasive indeed,

At this time of 
year, with an undwly “dry season, ev- 
erything is in favor of the fire fiend, 
and a little spark will spread a gi- 
gantic conflagration: The stump of 
an unextinguished cigarette care- 
Jessly thrown away, a match not out, 
will be sufficient to cause a wide- 
epread disaster with the tinder-like 
material to which grass, shrub, tree 
and anything have been reduced by 
the intense dryness caused by the 
heat. Added to this, is the likel!- 
hocd of the fi:e getting out of control 
with the wind actimg as a powerful 
auxiliary in spread’ng it. 

A great sense of individual re- 
sponsibility should force itself on ev- 
ery person, with the lesson which’ the 
fires we have been having painfully 
and forcefully teach. It is a call to 
exercise the utmost ‘carefulness in 
guarding against anything which {is 
in the least likely to start a fire the 
end and the extent of which no one 
can tell. To be otherwise will be not 
only reckless, but criminally careless. 

No matter where we are,-it is es- 
sential to inculeate in ourselves the 
necessity of extreme carefulness In 
using precautionary measures with 
anything which may be likely to cause 
a fire. This should become a second 
nature with everyone and particular- 
ly those on the prairie where there is 
so much combustible material in the 
way of frame buildings, which will 
easily become a prey even to a small 
spark, more especially with the pre- 
vailing dry heat. 

This also applies to those holidsy 
jaunts we make where timber in the 
forests abound. We have to gresy 
the great risk there is in starting a 
fire by an act of thoughtlessness or 
carelessness and more than ever in 
the present season where everything 
has become easily combustible.

HERE'S A NICE PREDICAMENT

They claim that church 
leaders should give a clearer guid- 
ance as to persional and civic right- 
eousness and law enforcement, Crit- 
icizing the churches, of course, is the 
line of least resistence. The very 
same critics condemn the ministers os 
harrow, intolerant and bigoted who 
speak out boldly on the very issues 
they suggest. 

The crime increase is a very com- 
plex problem that puzzles the people 
who have given years of study to 
its causes. There are, however, a few 
apparent causes which foster and 
coddle crime, “The coddling of crim- 
inals hy e2ntimenital and superficial 
people is a factor in increasing crime, 
as it reduces in the minds of crimin- 
als the seriousness of their offence 
and .weakens public sentiment © re- 
garding law enforcement. In speak- 
ing on this question President Hoov- 
ec of ihe United States says the glor- 
ification of criminals is one of the 
prime reasons for thelr crime wave, 
as people bestow too much admira- 
tion on daring desperadoes and not 
enough on brave policemen. This 
throwing a glamor of romance and 
heroism around those who dodge and 
break the law and too little around 
those who honestly endeavor to en- 
force it is a moral menace. 

A lost respect for the guaradians 
of the law and inadequate police ser- 
vice fosters crime. England is con- 
sidered the most law abiding country 
in the world and’ nowhere are the po- 
lee more respected. Police should be 
chosen: for their honor, integrity, 
courage, and high devotion. to duty. 
They should demand an attitude of 
respect and receive it at the hands of 
the public. 

There is a danger of this country 
developing a weakened public con- 
science on moral questions and so, 
making ctime easier. There is’ no 
doubt. the drink evil, the 
craze and. the } of :movies: 
are pc ‘of crime, and’ the pub-- 
lic conscience needs: to be constantly 
arous2d regarding them. Roger Bab- 
son, the noted statistician, in refer- 
ring to the lower class of movies, 
says, ‘‘Such studies as I have made 
lead directly to the movies as the bas- 
ic cause of the crime waves of today. 
Furthermore, when one considers that 
10,009,000 people (largely young peo- 
ple in the U.S. alone attend ‘the 
movies every week, their tremendous 
influence in all ways must be ad- 
mitted, In view of statements by 
peychologists that impressions 
through the eye are very much more 
powerful than .those which come 
through the ear, it is evident that 
the movies are the greatest force 
today in molding character for good 
or evil, In fact, I sent a question- 
aire to the school principals of New 
England, asking which of the follow- 
ing led the character of our young 
people today—the school, the church 
or the home—and sevenity per cent. 
scratched off all three and replied, 
‘*The movies.” 

We must remember that our coun- 
try has a cosmopolitan population 
made up of different customs and 
conceptions of haw and order, and 
difference ideals of liberty, and while 
the vast. majority are most desirable 
citizens and are a credit to Canada, 
bringing a valuable contribution in 
culture and the fine arts, some un< 
doubtedly purpcsely leit their own 
country to escape the clutches of the 
law in European lands and to carry 
on their work of crime in this country, 
while some others use the larger 
freedomof a new land as a license to 
do as they like. It is far easier to 
police a homogeneous people with 
their traditions of family life, than 
a hetrogenous mass that have come 
from the ends of the earth. It is 
only fair to eay our native born Ca- 
nadians are contributing a real share 
to the crime increase. 

Difficult as it is to tabulate the 
real causes of crime, it ie equally dif- 
ficult to determine a cure. There is 
a growing feeling that those who ad- 
minister justice will have to be leso 
lenient, and that adequate penalties 
are a deterrent. It is clearly prov- 
ed that punishment has a great re- 
straining influence, If men know 
that justice is not juggled with, but 
honestly meted out without fear or 
favor, they will think before entering 
a life of crime. 

There is no question that among 
other cures are to found a closer 
study. of the physical, mental and 
moral lives of those who come into 
the hands of the law, but above all, 
a more consistery: Chrigtian home 
training, together with the influence 
of the Church atid Sunday School, are 
invaluable, as they reach out for the 
redemption and sanctification of the 
individual, and as youth is brought 
into uplifting contacts with home 
and church, and then brought into 
vital touch with church, we ehall 
have done much’ toward lessening

NO AGREEMENT ON 
REPARATIONS 

An amazing transformation is be- 
ing witnessed at the Hague Confer- 
ence on war reparations. Situations 
are reversed. Instead of Great Brit- 
ain being the conciliator, Italy and 
France have been forced to assume 
that role much against their will. In- 
stead of British delegates offering 
compromises, they are demanding 
them from former war allies. The 
Young plan, evolved on the general 
supposition that the British people 
would submit to any sacrifice to fur- 
ther the cause of pacification in Eur- 
ope, has gone beyond the limit of 
British patience. 

Sevenal propositions have been 
sponsored by France to meet Brit- 
ish terms but ali have been rejected. 
British and French delegates claim 
that the latest offer represents at 
‘leas: three-fourth of what Great 
Pritain demands. In rejecting it Mr. 
Snowden declared . this percentage 
was much exaggerated. The strength 
of the British position lies in the 
fact that in the event of a breakdown 
of the conference and the collapse of 
the Young plan, the Dawes scheme 
will continue in force. The London 
Times declares that Britain would be 
better off under the Dawes agree- 
ment, 

France, Italy and Belgium have 
much to gain through the adoption of 
the Young plan. Their insistence on 
its acceptance is based on self-inter- 
est. This explains their eagerness to 
placate the British delegation. It is 
a new experience for them, not made 
any more pleasant by convincing evi- 
dencee that the entire British nation 
is behind ites representatives at the 
Hague. 


AN APPEAL TO IGNORANCE 

Figures made public by the Bur- 
eau of Statistics at Ottawa show a 
steady advance in the expenditure of 
the Canadien provinces. The aver- 
age expenditure per head of popula- 
tion of ul] the Provinces was $6.71 
in 1916; and in 1927 it was $1601, 
which represents an increase of 140 
per cent,

But the fact that these increases 
have taken place in all the provinces, 
under governments of every classzif- 
ication known to Canadian politics, 
makes it plain that the tendency is in 
keeping with some necessity. of unl- 
versal application. 

One factor, of course, is the less- 
ened purchasing value of money 
which accounts at once for about 40 


are the additional services, social and 
material, which the people of the 
provinces have demanded—all-weath- 
er roads, increased grants to educa- 
tion, old age and mothers’ pensions, 
heavy outlays on social and health 
services. 

There may be extravagance in the 
expenditures of the province—prob- 
ably is, in some degree; and the op- 
position parties could do something 
for the public and for themselves if 
they were to ferret out these exces- 
sive outlays and make them known 
to the people. It ought to be possible, 
if there is extravagance, to direct an 
accusing finger toward the particular 
expenditures that come within this 


classification. But this is hardly ev- 
er done. Instead there is an accus- 
ation of extravagance based on a con- 


trast between expenditures 10 or 20 
years ago and now, accompanied by a 
bold assertion of the readiness and 
ability of the critic to cut these ex- 
penditures 20, 30 or 50 per cent if 
entrusted with power. Those who 
practice this method and regard it a» 
effective campaigning pey the elec- 
torate the doubtful compliment of 
regarding them as not much above 
the grade of morons.

The appeal of China to the powers 
under the Kellogg treaties should 
bring about some offer of arbitration, 
but one of the weaknesses of the 
Kellogg treaties is that there is no 
yne responsible for seeing them ob- 
served. China and Russia are not at 
Wl likely to go to war in spite6f the 
ninatory attitude adopted by Russia. 
Until Russia is prepared to make her 
big throw for international control 
she will keep up the pretense of 
friendliness and desire to keep peace. 
China’s objection to the Russian part- 
nership in the Eastern Railway is that 
the opportunity was used to spread 
Soviet propaganda. There is ro 
doubt of the truth of this. It is of the 
very essence of the Soviet rule that 
all such opportunities should so be 
used, Russia is not to be trusted 
on this point, and there should be 
no delusions to the contrary. A world 
revolution with all governments ex- 
piring in blood and fire is the Sovier 
ideal where such governments do nov 
yield willingly to the junta that sits 
in Moscow and assumes the lordship 
of the globe. ‘Russia has substituted 
one absolute autocracy for another, 
and the nations who put their trust 
must be on the alert 
against their chief enemy. The Ts?r 
was armed against Germany and 
Turkey, and perhaps a few other na- 
ticns. The Soviet is armed against 
mankind, Lenin contra Mundum. 
And every little Leninite has the am- 
bition of sitting in the seat of his 
mummified leader. This is why it is 
necessary, not to persecute the Rus- 
sian Communists, but to be on guard 
against their perfidy.

It is 
not know how the entry to the prem- 
ises was made, but in all likelihood 
the men have an assortment of keys 
to fit any doors.
